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Need for Vigilance 


‘One of the most interesting features of the 
debate in the House of Commons, which ended 
fon Wednesday, centres round the manner in 
which the developments following the landing 
of Allied forces in Norway were so enthusiastic~ 
ally reported, chiefly from Stockholm. That 
pital was obviously the place from which 
most of the early news would originate, and 
those responble for despatches emanating thes 
from seem to have been entirely carried away. 
‘The result was that the whole of the world was 
completely misled 9s to the situation, and to 
some extent the Allied statesmen. ‘That the 
British Ministers were able to rise in the House 
‘of Commons and make the admissions they did 
‘must doubtless have come as a considerable 
surprise to many, but there Is one aspect of 
the situation of which sight should not be lost. 
The original mistakes appear to have been 
‘made innocently enough, and while the enemy 
wil seek to make as much as possible over the 
errors committed, that will be offset by the 
complete frankness with which the Govern- 
ment took the House of Commons into its con- 
fidence this week. There has been no attempt 
to gloze over the setback. The explanations as 
to why there was a failure are wholly convine- 
ing, and there 1s nothing whatever to justify 
belief that the Government has held anything 
‘back, Out of it all emerges the one important 
fact of which all small neutrals adjacent to 
Germany should take note, The initiative rest 
ing with the Relch as to what shall be the 
velopment, they must at all times be 
on thelr guard, and prepared to defend them- 
Selves strenuously from the very outset, It may 
bbe impossible for the Allies to render them the 
assistance they are only too willing to do 
unless adequate time is given them to go to 
thelr ald. It Is realized that jt would be a 
departure from their neutrality to enter into 
military conversations providing for Allied in- 
ferveniion in the event of a German onslaught, 
but the success of any such Intervention de- 
pends very largely upon the time given the 
Rillies in which to come to their ald. The present 
German. propaganda campaign is “undoubtedly 
designed to lull the neutrals into a false, sense 
‘of security, Sweden has been given soft as- 
Surances by Herr Hitler in which it would be 
the most criminal folly to place any reliance 
Whatever. Assurances are frequently given that 
either in the Lowlands, nor in the Balkans 
have the Germans nefarious ideas. Those coun- 
fries do not appear to be very much deceived 
about the whole trend of affairs, but, unless 
they look to thelr own borders, and the strang- 
fers within their gates, they may find this twen-

Air Forees Hitting Back 


If is gratifying {0 note that the Allies in the 
information ‘which they release to the press 
are now being as expansive as military caution 
permits, and the frankness with which develop- 
ments ‘are reported is particularly pleasing. 
Judging from the reports, which have been 
Feceived since the Germans commenced their 
the Allied

jecount of themselves, and have succeeded in 
inflicting considerable ‘damage upon the enemy 
air arm and upon troops, and war material 
‘behind the lines. With the world thoroughly well 
supplied with German claims of what they are 
Going behind the Allied lines, it is just as well 
that all should know that similar blows are 
being inflicted upon them on land. In encount- 
ers with enemy aircraft the Allies have been 
doing exceptionally well and the losses in- 
icted upon the Germans up to the present 
indicate the superiority of the Allied machines 
and the men flying them. If there has been no| 
overlapping of reports, ‘which, of course, is 
‘Quite possible, the Germans should have lost 
Somewhere in the neighbourhood of three 
hundred machines since last Friday morning. 
The Allied figures have not been announced, 
but the manner in which Allied air squadrons 
hhave taken on larger German forces, and “got 
away with it," clearly shows probability of 
their air losses being much smaller than those 
of the enemy. Anti-aircraft artillery is also 
playing an important part in the defence of the 
Low Countries, and all parts menaced by the 
German aeroplanes, and the Agures announced 
of the umber of, énemy machines which have 
been shot down from the ground go to prove 
hat. this arm efficiently handled is one the 
value of which should not be underestima 
On the figures available Germany has been 
losing ‘more machines than she can possibly: 
hhope to replace in the same time, and, if this 
goes on much longer, the losses inflicted upon 
fhe German alr arm should prove formidable. 
On the facts as shown the Allies have no reason 
fo feer that their air forces are unequal to the 
important. work demanded of them.

A Wise Precaution 


“Tris definitely encouraging to note that the 
British. Government has decided upon a nation- 
wide round-up of all enemy aliens In Great 
Britain, The step is to be taken as the first 
indication of the energy with which the new 
Cabinet intends to prosecute the war. It will 
be remembered that at the commencement of 
hostilities the question was dealt with on 30 
Jenient a basis as to call for very considerable 
criticism. Further tribunals were appointed 10 
Fevise original decisions, and were at work 
when the war flared up'in the manner it did 
last week, Incidents in the Low Countries, where 
German nationals have sought to create dis- 
‘order behind the lines, have clearly shown what 
might have happened in Great Britain had the 
steps which have now been announced not been 
taken, Attempts to seize the centre of the 
city at The Hague, Jed to street fighting in 
which over one hundred Germans were killed. 
Apparently over 140 Germans were involved 
in the move, clearly showing ihe strength of the 
enemy aliens in Holland, There is consequently. 
plenty of reason to believe that a substantial 
rroportion of the alien enemies in Great Bri- 
in, who have contrived to enter the country 
as refugees might have sought to ereate trouble 
‘and dislocate the ordinary’ processes whereby 
@ nation at war hopes to be able to carry on. 
‘The decision to round them up and confine them. 
in camps is in view of what has been happen- 
ing on the Continent a particularly wise one. 
It will be regretted that innocent refugees will 
thus be brought into close contact with 
thoroughly dyed in the wool Nazi agents, and 
that they may suffer accordingly. Tt should not, 
however, be very long before the alter, are 
weeded ‘out and isolated in camps apart from 
the refugees. ‘The importance of the decision 
fg to be found in the fact that in Great Britain 
there are no fewer than seventy thousand re- 
fugees from central Europe. ‘Their internment 
will mean the utter collapse of the German 

telligence system which received severe 
blows at the commencement of the war, while 
it will also ensure the protection of the British 
Fear from the effects of underground intrigue 
Gesigned to. hamper, the prosecution of 
hostilities.

‘As may be imagined, the European 
war ‘has greatly multiplied the 
dimeulties of getting orders fulfilled. 
Prices fluctuate continually, so that 
firm quotations “cannot be given; 
manufacturers must get licences for 
the raw material needed and. pur- 
chasers must have licences to ‘buy. 
‘and export; and these licences are 
very slow in coming. 

‘Nevertheless of order indented] 
for during the year to a total of 
£856,000 the Commission shipped to| 
China materials worth in all £371,577, 





Purchases in Britain

in Aprit 1981 it has spent in Great 
Britain on China's behalf no less than 
£5525,008. ‘The costs of the London

Excess of Imports

Imports over exports amounted <0

“This exerted a strong pressure on 
thé Shanghai exchange market. The 
Chinese Stabilization Fund withdrew 
‘4upport on May 2, but the rates im- 
proved starting from May 4. ‘There 
{s every. reason to believe that the 
rates will continue to improve, “The 
slump in the Chinese doliar will fur. 
ther discourage imports, and may re- 
sult In-an improvement in China's 
trade balance. 

“Meanwhile, remittances trom Cht- 
nese overseas are increasing. It 1s 
estimated that these tolal approx!- 
‘mately §1,200,000.000 a year. “The 
Chinese dollar still has its purchasing 
Value in the interior of China. Last 
‘August, when the dollar took a sud- 
‘den slump, many people were deeply 
‘concerned over the future of the dol- 
lar, which, however, steadily recover- 
ed. ‘The present slump is a tempor 
ary result of the withdrawal of sup- 
port by the Stabilization Fund. Tt is 
fully expected that the rate will be 
‘maintained above 3d."—Reuter,

Bank Withdravials 
Not Limited 


‘Shanghal, May 9. 

In addition to the reported. limit- 
ing of the supply of foreign ex- 
change in the Shanghai market, 
Chungking is also reported to be 
further restricting people from 
carrying bank notes away from the 
interior in “free China” to outports, 
and commencing this month the 
Customs office in Chekiang has been 
ordered to allow travellers to 
occupied districts to carry only $50 
each’ in legal tender notes. The 
sum was at first fixed at $500, which 
was later reduced to $200. 

Relterating its policy of supporting 
the present Chinese currency system, 
a Chinese report trom Chungking 
States that the Ministry of Finance 
has completely denied ‘the Shanghai 
rumour that the Government will 
limit” the withdrawal of deposits 
from Chinese banks here. It is! 
verted that the rumour has been 
ireulated by speculators and traitors 
inorder to disturb the money 
market in thelr favour. The denial 
Is contained in a Government order 
to the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce and Shanghai Bankers Asso- 
lation.

‘There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
i€ the Balkan States were to determine upon 
union to meet the menace which hangs over 
them, they would be in a good position to 
offer the German invaders very considerable 
resistance, while the formidable Allied armies 
in the Near East would immediately be able 
to render such assistance which has not 
bbeen possible in other theatres of war. But, 
2s it has already been pointed out, there 
is no community of interest between the 
various countries because each has some 
demand or other upon its neighbours. ‘That 
these demands for the time being have been 
thrust into the background is fortunate, but 
there is still a considerable distance to go 
before the Balkan States will be prepared 
to band together against the ‘aggression with 
which they are threatened. There lies the 
only safely. In all probability they re- 
cognize it, but there is lacking that degree 
of statesmanship which would surmount 
obstacles to a fuller understanding without 
which all’ round co-operation in defence 
cannot be made effective, Individually they 
are prepared to resist any attack. It is pos- 
sible that some of them could do so effec- 
tively for a time at least, but the only 
guarantee that they could defend themselves 
satisfactorily is in a common alliance against 
aggression. That is something to which the 
Allies could not have the slightest objection. 
It is no part of their policy to seek to extend 
the war by invading the Balkans.

TUESDAY’S DEBATE 
Mey 9. 

‘The strength of the democratic system has 
been displayed during the debate on Tuesday 
in the “House of Commons, following the 
statement of the Prime Minister, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, on the withdrawal of ‘the Al- 
tied Forces in southern Norway. In no coun- 
try save a democracy could such a debate 
have been possible; in no country save a 
democracy could such open criticism of the 
Government have been resorted to, and in 
nno country save a democracy confident in 
its fate, could such freedom of expression 
possibly have been allowed. “Of this. the 
world is certain: nothing of the sort could 
possibly have happened in Germany, where 
{individual freedom of speech is denied to 
ordinary man, and where the leaders are 
permitted to pontificate covering thelr. mis- 
fakes, and depriving anyone of the right to 
declare them at large. In is not surprising 
‘hat Mr. Chamberlain's speech has been wel 
comed in Paris for the honest exposition of 
the situation that it undoubtedly was. Of 
the sincerity of Mr, Chamberlain there can- 
not be the slightest possible doubt, and, to 
accept the French version of the situation, 
it appears that the Allies had attempted the 
dificult Trondheim operation at the request 
of the Norwegian authorities. and political 
circles, Indicative of the willingness of the 
British and French Governments to go to 
any length to extend assistance to the victims 
of aggression. Why was the assistance not 
more effective? Mr. Chamberlain has clearly 
shown the answer. ‘The Norwegians, in their 
Gesire 10 maintain os complete a neutrality 
as possible in the circumstances, had re- 
frained, prior to the German descent, from 
investigating with the Allies the possibility 
of offering concerted resistance to the enemy. 
Had they done otherwise they would have 
fo some extent justified the German allega~ 
tion that they were relinquishing their 
neutrality. The Germans, after months of 
preparation, delivered their sudden blow, and 
‘well past the eleventh hour the Allies were 
called upon to give what assistance they 
could to the nation attacked. 

‘They had had a force ready to go to the 
aid of Finland. The advance guard was sill 
in existence, though the troops which were 
{9 follow had, some time prior to the end 
of the campaign in Finland, when it was 
clear that insuperable obstacles were in the 
path of aid being supplied to the viclim of 
Russian aggression, been sent to France. And 
s0 in the moment of imminent peril so far 
as Norway was concerned what amounts now 
fo an impromptu attempt to aid Norway 
was set afoot.

Before 
Norway had asked for help, every port, acro- 
‘drome, and arsenal had been surrounded by 
the Germans, and the task changed from one 
of helping Norway to one of reconquering 
her. That demanded the consideration of an 
entirely new set of problems, and the first 
‘was withdrawal from positions which in the 
circumstances, simply could not have been 
held. A. reverse resulted, but jo describe 
it as a defeat of any considerable magnitude 
is simply to twist the meanings of facts, and 
the words which describe them. No large 
bodies of Allied troops were involved, simply 
because the circumstances did not permit of 
them being utilized. An advance guard was 
‘obliged to retreat from the positions they 
had taken up, and the Allied command has 
been obliged to revise its decisions as to the 
best way of assisting Norway. ‘The Germans 
reaped all the advantages of long weeks of 
‘scheming and rehearsal; the Allies failed 
because of the compelling desire of the Nor 
wegian Government to avoid breach of neu- 
frality such as negotiation with the Allies 
for protection against precisely what has 
cecurred would have entailed. 

It is clear from the first day's debate on 
the matter that there is no suggestion of the 
slightest weakening on the part of the Bri- 
tish Parliament concerning its determination 
to fight this thing out to the end. The only 
question with which the members are con- 
cerned is whether the present Government 
Is satisfactorily active enough in the pro- 
‘secution of the war. The only point at issue 
is as to whether another Cabinet could not 
bbe formed which would fight the enemy with 
greater energy. There is a perfectly good 
Feason for this. ‘The debate is being con- 
ducted by men ripe enough in years to have 
vivid memory of the last. war. ‘They 
realize the three years {rom 1914 to 1917 
when the Allied forces fought a grim fight 
against the German masses, when the latter 
secured the balance of success, when month 
after month of grim warfare was only en- 
dured because of the Allied determination 
that there could be only one end of the 
struggle and that was to be a victory for 
themselves. Viewed in the light of what 
happened in those years this setback in Nor~ 
way is but a comparatively small matter. 
The Allies will have to break a large number 
of eggs before the omelette of their victory 
is cooked. ‘They will not only be German 
‘eggs which will have to be broken, but 
many of their own, It is but natural that 
the Germans should seek to make as much 
‘as they possibly can out of this success of 
theirs, but they are being just as extravagant 

their claims as were the various  des- 
patches which came out of Stockholm in the 
early days of the Norwegian campaign con- 
cerning Allied successes. The Parliamentary 
debate did, to a very large extent, reduce the 
whole matter {0 its proper perspective. 
There exists no dismay. ‘There is a ques- 
tion which the House of Commons has to 
decide as to whether the present Cabinet is 
doing everything necessary to bring the war 
to an early decision. ‘That may have been 
done by the time these lines appear in print, 
but of the determination of the legislature 
to support any Government which will pro- 
secute this war with the required nergy 
there cannot be the slightest doubt. It is 
not concerned with answering the question 
of whether the Allies will win the war or 
not, but rather as to when victory will be 
theirs. And that is highly significant, 














SIGNIFICANT DIVISION 
May 10, 


Quite an interesting position hos been 
created in London as a result of the debate 
upon the Government's conduct of the eam- 
paign in Norway, and the division on the 
motion to adjourn, which Mr. Chamberlain 
accepted as a test’ of the confidence of the 
‘House of Commons in his leadership. It was 
4 snap challenge on the part of the Oppos 
tion, and it speaks well for Mr. Chamberlain's 
courage that he did not hesitate to take it up. 
‘The figures of the division are very signi- 
ficant. Not only did the Government secure 
the smallest majority since 1931, but the 
fact that forty-four Government supporters, 
including Messrs. Alfred Duff Cooper and 
Leslie Hore Belisha, voted against Mfr. Cham= 
berlain, while some fifly or sixty others 
abstained from voting, indicates that the 
Government whips were unable to control 
the situation. Consequently the Govern- 
‘ment received a setback the importance of 
‘which may not be realized for a few days to 
come. As the position now stands revealed 
somewhere about one hundred normal sup- 
porters of the Government, cither by posi- 
tively voting, or refraining from doing so, 
have openly expressed their criticism of the 
manner in which the Cabinet conducted the 
attempt to assist the Norwegians in scauth 























Norway. On the figures Mfr. Chamberlain i 
Still in control of the House of Commons, and 
perhaps on any other subject than the Nor- 
wegian campaign would still command the 
ig majority which he has had sinee he came 
into power, but the fact that so many of his 
followers have voted in the way they have, 
must force him seriously to consider whether 
he is justified in remaining in office, He is 
in no ‘way bound to resign, andthe indica= 
to hold on to 
the reins of control, reforming his ministry 
to mollify the erities who have attacked him. 
Should he do so he would be amply justified, 
for, if the Cabinet is to be changed every 
time British or Allied forces mect with 
reverse, the whole sittiation will be reduced 
fo an absurdity. That most certainly did not 
occur in the last war, and should not be 
allowed to occur in this, 

Already there is speculation as to who 
might be Mr. Chamberlain's successor. Ap- 
parently the ‘most likely eandidate is Lord 
Halifax, ‘That he has qualifications for ‘the 
post is undoubted, and it may be possible 
under him to broaden the basis of repre- 
sentation in a new Cabinet to include those 
members of the Opposition who because of 
personal antagonism to the Prime Minister, 
and his two closest associates, Sir John Simon 
and Sir Samuel Hoare, refuse to serve under 
‘Mr. Chamberlain's leadership. If in view of 
that fact he decides to resign it will be all 
part and parcel of the manner in which he 
has sacrificed himself in the past for the 
good of his country, and the way in which he 
has unflinchingly followed policies which he 
believed were for its good. There should be 
no mistake about it; the direct heir of the 
muddle in which British defences were lett as 
a result of the policies of the Labour Gov~ 
ernment, and the administration under Earl 
Baldwin which followed it, Mr. Chamberlain 
‘was foreed to make decisions for which he 
was roundly criticized at the time, His con 
duct of British policy vis-i-vis of Germany 
gave the Allies much breathing space in 
Which to make good the deficiencies which 
the slackness of previous administrations 
had permitted to exist, and, if it is only 
because of that fact, he ivill have established 
a reputation as an’ able and careful leader 
which will last for all time. That there will 
be some objection to Lord Halifax. suc~ 
ceeding Mr. Chamberlain should the latter 
choose to resign, may be taken for granted. 
Not the least drawback will be that he will 
have to handle Parliament from the House 
of Lords, and leave the House of Commons 
to a deputy. ‘That has been done in the 
past, but it has about it inconveniences which 
would be less noticeable in times of peace 
than they would be in times of war, It is 
almost absolutely essential that whoever is 
Prime Minister should be in direct touch 
with the House of Commons, and Lord Hali- 
fax would most certainly be not. On the 
other hand if it is the case that Opposition 
members would be prepared to serve under 
him, the establishment of what would be a 
national coalition of all parties might 
modify the situation to such an extent 
that Lord Halifax would be able to assume 
office in spite of the disadvantage indicated. 























From all the speeches which were made 
during the debate, most of which so far as 
the Opposition were concerned were typical 
of political destructive eviticism and polemic 
oratory rather than real contributions to the 
study of British policy, only one constructive 
Idea appears to have emerged, That strange- 
Jy enough came from Mr, Dutt Cooper, who 
argued. in favour of the establishment of an 
inner Cabinet, including, if possible, a Domin- 
Son statesman in the r6le of Overseas Minis 
ter. ‘There is overything in the world {0 
commend such an idea. While it may be 
true that the British Isles are the spearhead 
of the imperial resistance to German aggres- 
sion, it Is also a fact that the Empire at 
large is wholly behind the British Governe 
‘ment in its determination, and is pulling its 
‘weight in the common cause. It would in 
ced be a splendid thing if the Empire were 
to know that the decisions of the Cabinet 
were made by a body of men in which it 
was properly and effectively represented. 
There might be some difference of opinion 
as to from which Dominion such an imperial 
representative should be sclected, but hat is 
A matter which should not be incapable of 
A solution satisfactory to all concerned. 
‘There are great men in each of the Dominions 
who command the confidence and respect of 
the whole of the Empire, and it would be 
highly satisfactory if one of them were 
actively taking part in the control of the 
conduct of the war. That suggestion obvio\ 
ly demands careful consideration, and it is 
fo be hoped that something of this nature 
will be done, as demonstrating how solidly 
the Empire is standing behind Great Britain. 
11 is just possible that before these lines 
‘appear in print Mr. Chamberlain may have 
gone fo the King and handed in his resigna- 
tion. ‘There are still many who will resret 
it if this turns out to be the ense, many who 
admire the courage and steadfasiness of the 
man, who, despite the exceration which fol~ 
lowed Munich and the betrayal, followed 
the policy which he believed to be right, and 
who by doing so has proved himself much 
Digger than his erities.

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THE BLOW FALLS 
May 11. 

In the early hours of yesterday morning 
the wat took the most important turn which 
hhas occurred since the commencement. of 
hostilities, and there are indications that Herr 
Hitler is ‘now prepared to throw the whole 
weight of his forces into an attempt to wrest 
‘a swift victory from the Allies. ‘The moye 
hhas been long expected, and from now on 
‘the world should witness a struggle without 
parallel in its history. ‘The German scheme 
0 fat as Holland is concerned is apparently 
to seize, by means of troops dropped. from 
the air, important alr bases and strategic 
positions which may be of advantage when 
the actual Invasion of the country” begins. 
Cables to hand at the time of writing did not 
indieate whether the Netherlanders had com- 
menced flooding those big stretches of their 
territory which should greatly impede the ad- 
vance of the German. infantry, and their 
mechanized arms. Much of what may hap- 
ben in the future may depend upon that, 
At the same time It is reported that Holland 
and Belgium have requested Allied aid, Tt is 
to be hoped that they have done $0, and that 
the Tatier will respond with the greatest pos- 
sible celerity. If the reports which have al- 
ready come to hand are correct, then Her 
Hitler has commenced a plan of campaign 
which has long been expected, in which he 
Will seek to send his troops. through the 
Lowlands and, entering northern France, 
‘endeavour to tuirn the Maginot Line. As that 
fortification, however, has now been extended 
to the coast, it is considered that the Ger- 
mans will be stopped there if they are not 
halted a long time before they reach It. 

Apart from that particular point, there is 
also the possibility that Herr Hitler is in 
search of air bases closer to the British Isles 
{from which he will be able to carry out his 
intention of bombing them in an aitempt to 
force the British to submit. ‘There is a.com= 
forting thing about that aspect of the situa 
tion, and that is that the closer German air 
bases are to Britain the easier will it be for 
British aeroplanes to deal with them. ‘The 
Jong distances which separated: Britain from 
"Norway no longer exist in the Lowlands, and 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that in the 
vor near {uture there will bea fierce struggle 
for the mastery of the air. ‘Thus the com- 
parative inaction of the past elght months 
hhas ended and a rapid intensifieation of the 
war has commenced, ‘That will be wel~ 
comed by the Allies, firstly as an indication 
fof the desire of the German Government to 
force the issue, and, therefore, indicative of 
the increasing “desperation af the German 
plight, and, secondly, because an opportunity 
has been given them of coming into closer 
contact with their enemy. 

Thore can be nothing but regret that two 
harmless inoffensive nations are thus to be 
transformed into the cockpit in which this 
war is to be fought out, On the other hand 
there can be nothing but the severest con- 
demnation of the ruthlessness and brutality 
with which the rights of smaller nations are 
Doing so wantonly outraged. It is to be ex~ 
peoted that the reaction in other countries 
throughout the world will lead to the strong~ 
‘est condemnation of the criminal manner in 
which people entitied to live out their lives 
in peace and quietness are being imperilled 
by a gang of criminals, who, despite all their 
Joud sounding phrases of ‘merely wanting 
ebensraum, are embarked upon a campaign 
of conquest and the reduction of free peoples 
lo complete servitude. To the victims of 
this latest outrage the assurance must be 
extended that the Allies will not lay down 
their arms until they have been liberated, 
this menace to Europe has been disposed of 
once and for all, and Germany deprived for 
fever of the power thus to throw Europe into 
war on the whim of megatomaniaes imbued 
with grandiose and insatiable ambitions. 
‘This now development will be met by the 
Allies with all fortitude, and the determina~ 
tion that, cost what it may, German power 
shall_be ‘broken, and the military machine 
of Hert Hitler's devising destroyed. Those 
who may be led to vegard this latest develop- 
ment with dismay, should realize that it has 
always been expected, . It was inconceivable, 
once the war had started, that Herr Hitler 
‘would not seek to force an issue through the 
Lowlands. It will be met with all the deter~ 
mination of whieh the Allies are eapable, and 
Hore Hitler may find that this attempt to 
end the war before the passing of June, will, 
n the ultimate result, lead to his being still 
engoged in defending himself when the next 
Winter, whieh he dreads, becomes due. 






































THE NEXT PREMIER ?

Cabinet under Mr. Neville Chamberlain, as 
Prime Minister, the probability of his resign- 
ing from office is considerably increased. 
Indeed the formation of the Conservatives, 
whd actually voted against him in the House 
of Commons in the division on Wednesday, 
into a separate group under the leadership of 
Mr. L. S. Amery suggests that these parti- 
cular dissidents will no longer be wholly 
responsive to the Government Whip, and that 
they contemplate taking a definite line of 
action against Mr. Chamberlain, while the 
fact that some fifty or sixty other men, who 























‘would normally support the Government, 
abstained from voting, indicates a very con~ 
siderable weakening of the Prime Minister's 
position, which, while it may not be perman- 
nevertheless might cause Mr. Chamber- 
very considerable embarrassment in the 
future should he still decide to carry on. The 
Question then arises as to which of the 
various candidates for the Prime Minister- 
ship would be most likely to be able to form 
1 coalition government embracing all parties 
in the House of Commons, so broadly based 
as to be fully representative of all divisions 
of political thought, and able to command 
their loyalty. The names put forward up to 
the present have been those of Lord Halifax, 
Mr. Lloyd George, and Mr. Winston 
Churchill. A great deal, as to which man 
will eventually form a Cabinet should Mr. 
Chamberlain resign, will depend upon the 
decision of the Labour Party as to with whom 
they would be prepared to permit their re- 
presentatives to work. ‘That decision was to 
have been taken yesterday, and while it 
would not settle the whole question of the 
succession to the leadership of the Govern- 
ment, it may have a profound effect upon 
the ultimate choice. In no sense are the 
Labour Party in the saddle as used to be the 
ease of the Irish members on occasions at 
the beginning of the century, but the desir- 
ability of securing a Government representa~ 
tive of the whole nation makes it necessary 
that their decision as to the man with whom 
they are prepared to work, should have more 
than usual importance. 

‘The very great personal antagonism to Mr. 
Chamberlain, Sir John Simon and Sir Samuel 
Hoare makes-it unlikely that they will be 
retained in whatever new Cabinet may be 
formed, though there is a suggestion that 
room might be found for Mr. Chamberlain, 
who might still be able to render effective 
service in his old office of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, With regard to the three pos~ 
sible successors to Mr. Chamberlain it has 
already been pointed out that one factor 
operating against Lord Halifax is that he 
would have to conduct the business of Gov- 
‘ernment from the House of Lords, and would 
not be able to maintain that close personal 
contact with the House of Commons which 
In times such as these is so eminently desir- 
able, A great deal of reference back from 
his deputy in the Commons to himself would 
tend to obstruct the swift efficient move- 
ment of the Patliamentary machine. Apart 
from that Lord Halifax is a man of un- 
doubted ability, and one likely to command 
the support of public opinion throughout the 
country. In the Foreign Office he has quite 
clearly ‘displayed those qualities which in 
spire confidence, and, his personality being 
what it is, he should have no difficulty in 
bringing together the representatives of the 
various parties, and welding them into a 
harmonious whole. Mr. Lloyd George has 
suddenly sprung into the limelight in a man- 
ner only to be expected of a man with such 
mercurial characteristics. ‘There has been a 
steadily growing opinion that he alone was 
the best man to become Minister for Agricul- 
ture, but that was as far as it went. It is 
only’ within the last two or three days that 
the possibility of his return to the Premier- 
ship has been canvassed. About his generat 
‘acceptability in the principal cabinet role 
there must be widely differing opinions. 
‘There is his great age to be taken into con- 
sideration, and the fact that by his actions 
since the last war he has done much to 
modify the high esteem in which he was then 
held, while his speech in the course of the 
recent debate does nothing to aliay the im- 
pression that he might aftér all not be the 
most suitable man to lead the nation in this 
‘war which is proving to be, and will continue 
to do so, so greatly different from the last 
one. 

‘There then remains Mr. Winston Churchill. 
Of the three he probably stands the best 
chance of succeeding Mr. Chamberlain. In 
the first place the manner in which after 
considerable reluctance Mr. Chamberlain in- 
cluded him in his Cabinet and subsequently 
gave him duties which indicated how great 
was his trust in his abilities, is reinforced 
by the fact that he has captured the imagina- 
tion of the nation, as the man best suited 
to Iead them to victory. ‘There is also the 
vieious hate with which the enemy regards 
him, a hate which is indicative of the fear 
they have of him and his abilities. His re- 
cord as First Lord of the Admiralty in the 
last war and in this stands him in excellent 
stead. It is true that he has made his mis- 
takes, but who has not amongst the men 
most likely to be called upon to lead the 
nation in this struggle? ‘They were made 
during the Inst war when his age might 
have been a contributing factor, but against 
all that there is the fact that’ the man is 
possessed of enormous energy, and firm de~ 
termination, together with a ‘willingness to 
take risks ‘where the results might justify 
him in doing so. Mr. Churchill has been 
described, and rightly so, as the principal 
‘asset in the balance sheet of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's Administration and he now appears 
to be the most logical successor to his pre- 
sent chief. That he may be counted upon 
to meet the public clamour for a more active 
prosecution of the war than has occurred up 
to the present, may be taken for granted, for 
he comes of a family of men of action, ‘and 
may be expected to be always up and doing. 
‘That his political record has earned for him 

istrust of the leaders of the Conserva~ 
‘an undeniable fact, but that is 


























unlikely to induce them to take any line of 
action in any way opposing his premiership. 
‘To do so would probably do much to injure 
thelr own standing in tlie-country. They are 
unlikely to ‘make any such mistake. The 
probabilities are then that Mr. Winston 
Churchill stands nearer to the fulfilment of 
a long conceived ambition of becoming Prime 
‘Minister than ever before in his life, and if 
this proves to be the case, it will be a most 
popular appointment. 





FAMILIAR TACTICS 
May 13. 

Any who have been close observers of 
German methods during this war, and 
especially of the’ invasion of inoffensive 
neutrals, will. understand that they qould 
easily have written the German apologia 
for the onslaught on the Low Countries for 
themselves. For the tissue of lying non- 
sense which Berlin sets up in an attempt to 
justify the outrageous behaviour of the 
Reich, follows lines to which the world has 
Jong become accustomed. The facts are as 
the King of the Belgians so succinctly put 
them in his appeal to the United States for 
thelr moral support for the Belgians in their 
struggle against the German invaders. Bel- 
gium was “brutally attacked by the Reich, 
which was bound to Belgium by solemn 
engagements.” And not only solemn en- 
‘gagements but those old, familiar, oft repeat 
promises with which Herr Hitler seeks con- 
tinually to delude his contemplated victims. 
‘The statement in which the German -Gov- 
‘ernment seeks to establish its case is an in- 
teresting document indicating the strange 
warped mentality of its leaders, and’ their 
touching belief in Herr Hitler's doctrine that 
a lie has only to be big enough to obtain 
credence. Herr Hitler, the writer of the 
Nazi gospel, himself lays that down it must 
be remembered. In briet the Reich accuses 
the Low Countries of breaches of neutrality, 
because Allied aeroplanes had flown over 
thelr territories. The fact is that some did, 
but so also did German, and in both cases 
proper neutral action was taken against the 
intruders, Then Germany complains that 
both countries only established fortifications 
against the possibility of German invasion, 
and since the war started, disposed their 
troops with the same eventuality in view. 
‘That action on the part of Belgium and Hol- 
land came to be completely justified, If any 
attack on thelr neutrality was to be expected 
it was from that nation which so contemptu- 
ously tore up a famous scrap of paper in 
1914, and which during the past few years 
has torn up so many others. The guarantee 
of their neutrality by Germany, too implicitly 
trusted, would have been just’ the trap into 
which ‘it was desired the Low Countries 
would fall. 

It is obviously very annoying that the two 
nations should have established their forti- 
fications in such a way as to meet the only 
threat with which they were menaced, but 
will never be in the eyes of history justi- 
fication for the brutal attack which’ was 
launched against those who had every right 
to live in peace, and that security which it 
has always been sought to give them. Con- 
‘tasted with the cynical and criminal man- 
ner in which the Reich has again dishonoured 
its own pledges is the manner in which 
Great Britain and France honoured theirs. 
Within a few hours of the actual invasion, 
and immediately in response to appeals for 
assistance, their armies commenced to move 
through Belgium to advance to their ald. 
‘The promise kept stands out in vivid con- 
trast with this latest blot upon the German 
escutcheon. That has been emphasized by 
the President of the United States who 
clearly demonstrates in his declaration on 
the subject exactly where his judgment, and 
that of the majority of his people, lies. ‘It is 
significant that, armed with the reasons put 
forward by Germany for this latest act of 
treachery, even the Italian Press up to the 
present has been unable to praise what has 
been done. It is too early, and possibly will 
be for some weeks to come to estimate the 
degree of success which attended this sur- 
prise German attack. That the invasion has 
not proceeded with hoped-for rapidity, that 
the landing of troops by parachute has not 
up to the present secured the effect designed, 
fare the only two conclusions which can be 
drawn from the mass pf reports available, 
which up to the present entirely fail to give 
‘a complete picture of the situation. But it 
is clear that the German attempt to seize 
control of the aerodromes of the Low Coun- 
tries, whieh succeeded insofar as the par- 
achutists actually reached them, failed be- 
fore the first day was ended when Belgian 
‘and Netherlands troops succeeded in recap- 
turing them, and disposing of the invaders. 
‘There is every reason to believe that the 
Germans will continue to send men into the 
Low Countries by this method but early 
experience suggests that this is a menace 
which can be dealt with, and that taken by 
and large it has more of a nuisance than a 
tactical value. 

In endeavouring to form an estimate of 
what is happening from day to day, now that 
the main opponents are linked in battle, it 
‘will be well to bear in mind the experiences 
of the last war. Engagements on the scale 
which will ultimately develop, will not be 
decided “in hours, days or perhaps even

shot. That is a perfectly proper decision to 
make, and when it becomes known should 
have the effect of considerably diminishing 
the enthusiasm of men sent out on what will 
in’ the circumstances become merely a 
suicidal errand. ‘The Germans on their side 
threaten “immediate and most violent re- 
prisals” for any ill-treatment of German 
parachutists, which merely means they will 
continue to do what they are already doing. 
The fact of the malter is that such men 
clad in recognized uniforms are fully en- 
titled to be treated as ordinary combat- 
ants and made prisoners should they sur- 
vender, but a man in disguise behind his 
enemy's lines can and should be treated 
ho more consideration than a spy. 
In Italy demonstrations are being staged 
against the British in a manner which clearly 
indicates the artificiality of their inspiration. 
It is not.suggested for one moment that the 
italians are or should be pro-Allied, but it 
is known that they are definitely. not pro- 
German. Thus these agitations and the 
violence of the Italian press may be taken 
as a political demonstration in aid of Ger- 
many. Coming coincidentally with the Ger- 
‘man onslaught on the Low Countries they 
are a part of the Rome-Berlin Axis policy 
of giving each other mutual support in an 
endeavour to divert the Allies from the task 
immediately in hand. It will not succeed. 
This continual threat of the possibility of 
Italy entering the war on the side of Ger- 
many has been offset by the Allied dis— 
positions in the Mediterranean and the Near 
East, and these Italian demonstrations should 
be given their true value which, after all is 
said and done, is not great. For the rest it 
has now to be borne in mind that Herr 
Hitler is now making his great throw in the 
hope of obtaining a smashing victory in the 
next few weeks. It is a gamble necessitated 
by the growing desperation of the German 
plight, and the pressing need of securi 











vietory this summer. ‘The enemy fears 
to face another winter such as that 
through which Europe has passed. In the 


hope of avoiding such a thing the whole of 
Germany's resources are being thrown into 
the fray, a process which may be con- 
tinued until either vietory, or exhaustion re- 
sults. ‘There is nothing’ whatever in the 
present situation to justify any degree of 
pessimism, but rather to encourage a quict 
optimism.’ The results obtained up to the 
present by the enemy are so small as to be 
‘ut of all proportion to the magnitude of the 
thrust which is being made, and the advan- 
tage they had of the initiative. The early

‘The German Press 


‘To the uninitiated the manner in which the 
German press swings into action upon any parti- 

lar issue with such complete unanimity must 
come as something of a surprise, but when it 
ig realized that the oficial control of the Ger- 
‘man press has no equal anywhere else in the 
‘world, this particular feature is not quite so 
festonishing. It is all worked upon the principle 
that when some official father says “Turn” the 
whole of the German. newspapers turn, Hence 
the completely smooth manner in which the 
German "journals changed over from anti- 
Bolshevik to pro-Soviet_ comment. Uniformity 
im headlines, and in the treatment of certain 
news, 1s not due to the efforts of censors, but 
to the knowledge that every editor has’ that 
‘any error, oF indiscretion will bring down upon 
him an official rebuke for the first time, ex- 
‘pulston from the profession for the second, and 
Possibly a term of protective imprisonment in a 
Concentration camp. Hence there is no need for 
censors in Germany. The knowledge of the 
pains and penalties likely to be applied stimu- 
fates all editors to do their own censoring. 
‘Some important papers still have no Party 
‘members on their staffs, but there is a. general 
control organization, under the Ministry of 
Propaganda. Editorial staffs have to check 
manuscripts under the rules which have been 
Jaid down, but In difficult eases an editor may. 
‘consult an official. Ordinarily the censors do not 
[see the newspapers before the general public, 
confident that threats will make the editors duly 
erreful not to offend. If then something dan- 
Serous is found in an issue as many copies are 
Seized as possible, and the offending journalists 
‘duly dealt with, Uniformity of policy, however, 
Is ensured by daily conferences at the Ministry 
fot Propaganda, ‘These have to be attended by 
representatives of all Berlin Journals, and 
[correspondents of provincial papers. They take 
Gown the orders of the day read out by an 
official. Later these orders are committed to 
paper, and messengers from newspaper offices 
have to collect them. ‘They constitute almost @ 
super-newspaper and are treated as highly secret 
State documents. Every journalist has to sign 
fan undertaking not to divulge a detail of their 
‘contents. Any. leakage is investigated by the 
[Gestapo and culprits may be severely punished, 
even with death. Such instructions moreover, 























may vary from day to day according to the 
Wishes of the varlols ministries. It fs because 


fof these things that Dr. Goebbels, once ac- 
fidetally told the truth, when on May 1, 1935, 
he sald, “One may compare the German’ Press 
as it is’ now with what it was before our com- 
ing into power. One will not be able to re- 
ognize it.” 








‘The Cabinet’s Future 
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Atrocities in Poland 


‘Though it is repeating an old story it is, per 
haps, Just as well that some account of the 

cond report presented tothe Pope on the 
‘subject of the persecution of Roman Catholics in 
Poland should’ be made known to the world. 
Religious life in most of the dioceses. covered 
by this report, which has been handed In. by 
[Cardinal August Hiond, Primate of Poland, has 
been almost completely’ suppressed, priests have 
been killed for no reason whatever, at Teast one 
was tortured, chapels desecrated, while the 
marriage of, Poles. in churches and cotivents 
forbidden. "It is impossible to describe the tor= 
{ure inflicted in cold blood on the population by 
the Germans." the report concludes. “These 
[deeds will go’ down’ in the history. of humanity 
fas one of its blackest deeds.” It will be remem- 
ered that almost similar stories were told of 
the Germans during the last war, and they be- 
‘came so frequent that they were in some q 
fers dismissed as the merest clumsy propaganda. 
‘Subsequently there were attempts made to dis: 
‘count all such stories as being merely war-time 
‘confections, und to make it appear that the 
German was not so black as he was painted. To 
a very great extent that almost succeeded, and 
‘undoubtedly would have done but for the’ out 
‘break of the present war, and the knowledge of 
‘the sufferings which have been and are being 
inflicted upon all those people unfortunate 
fenough to come beneath the heel of the Prus- 
sian jack-boot.

Gistorted minds of German Yeaders can. devise. 
‘That in itself is bad enough, but when what is 
being done to conquered nations is remembered, 
HM’ must be realized that the German has not 
changed his character during the last twenty~ 
five years, and that cold, calculated brutality is 
SUill one of the weapons which the Reich wields 
‘against defenceless people.

Japan to Take Over 
Gt. Northern Cable 


Tokyo, May 7. 

Agreement has been reached be- 
tween officials of the Japanese Minis- 
tty of Communications and Mr. H. S 
Poulsen, Far Eastern General Man- 
Jager of the Great Northern ‘Telegraph 
Company, Lid. for the transfer of 
the company’s ‘business at the Naga- 
/saki terminus of the Great Northern’ 
cable system to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment on June 1, it was announced 
by Ministry” offcials today. 

"The announcement added that an 
agreement also was reached whereby 
the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany would give up its eables in 
Japanese territoriat waters by April 
30, 1943. 1 

‘The Great Northern, it was re- 
calied, has been operating a cable 
service between Nagasaki and Shang- 
hal since 1871.—Domel. 

Report Denied 
Tokyo, May 

Omciats here today caiegorically 
denied ‘an American report to the 
‘effect that the Japanese Government 
hhad purchased the properties of the 
Danish Great Northern Telegraph 
Company in Nagasaki, 

‘The Danish firm, whieh obtained a 
franchise to land its cables and en- 
gage in business in Japan in 1870, 
would relinguish those rights without 
compensation to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment on June 1, the Ministry of 
Communications anhounced. 

‘The cables, transmitting and re- 
ceiving apparatus, buildings and other 
properties of the firm, the Ministry’ 
faid, would remain in’ its possession 
untii April 30, 1940, when the Danish 
cable heads ih Japan would be dis- 
connected. 

Until the cables are cut off, the 
Great Northern Telegraph Company 
will continue to receive 90 per cent. 
of the tolls collected on cablegrams 
sent over its system, 

‘The surrender of the cable landing 
and business rights of the Danish firm 
will mark one of the last chapters of 
extraterritoriatity in Japan. Until 
these privileges are surrendered, the 
Great ‘Northern Company's facilities 
do not come under Japanese juris 
ietion. 

Extraterritorial privileges secured 
by ‘the company under a franchise 
obtained from the Japanese Govern 
ment in 1971 placed the activities of 
the firm beyond Japanese supervision. 
‘This privileged status, however, 
end on June 1. 

‘Bound by the terms of this fran- 
chise, the efforts of the Japanese 
Government to develop a cable sy: 
tem of ils own, before the advent of 

were.’ seriously hampered. 
prevented even from lay: 
ing a cable across the ‘Tsushima 
Straits, between Korea and Japan 
Proper, when such facilities under 
Japanese control became almost 
essential for the conduet of Japanese, 
tmilitary operations during the Sino- 
Japanese and the Russo-Japanese 
Wars. 

‘The Nagasaki terminus of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company was 
the main qontrol point of the firm's 
system extending from the Far East 
to Europe, Before the outbreak of 
the European conflict in September 
last year, direct communication was 
maintained between Nagasaki and 
Helsinki, 

Because of its afitiations with the 
international cable trust, including 
among others the British’Cable and 
Wireless Ltd,, and the American 
Commercial Pacifle Cable Compan; 
the Great Northern Telegraph Com* 
rany maintained a firm hold upon 
Japan's international communications 
until the development of wireless 
telegraphy. 

‘The development of Japan's radio 
network in the last 15 years brought 
about a gradual decline in the cable 
business, while Japan developed her 

a cable sxstem with the Asiatic 
inent. Japanese cable lines now 
extend from Nagasaki 2 Shanghai 
tnd Dairen, from Sasevo to Dairen 
and Tsingtho and from Dairen to

All 
of the weapons seized were Mausers. 


Courage of Mr, Arnold 

Police oficers on the scene paid 
tribute to the stoical courage of Mr. 
Arnold. “Afler he had been struck 
‘Mr, Arnold ‘made his way. into an 
exchange shop in Szechuen Road 
where he sat down. Despite his ad- 
vanced years, he’ remained there 
quietly during the shooting, while 
‘other people on the premises and in 
the vicinity appeared to be in a panic. 
Seeing him sitting in the shop, a 
police officer asked him if he "was 
allright. Mr. Arnold replied that he 
hhad been shot in the stomach and the. 
pollee officer opened the wounded 
man’s clothing and a spent bullet 
dropped out of the clothing. Me. 
‘Arnold was removed to the General 
Hospital where his condition was re- 
Ported favourable early this morning. 

‘The gang which participated in the 
hold up are known to have _come| 
from a badlands gambling den In| 
Jessfleld Road, one of the places, in- 
cidentally, which the Japanese threat 
ened to close down in their heralded 
clean up of the badlands, which has 
not yet taken place. The arrestea 
member of the gang is Woo Kwel- 
cheng. He was shot in the leg, arm. 
and foot during his encounter’ with 
the police and has been removed to] 
the Police Hospital. 

‘The wounded Japanese are 
Yoshiharu Kono, 37, and Yul 
‘Takahashi, 26, both employees of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank. The only 
one seriously injured in the affray 
wus “the unfortunate Silver Tox! 
chauffeur, who is in a eritieal con- 
dition in’ tho Paulun ‘Hospital. “The 
wounded Sikh constablo was taken 
to the Police Hospital and his con- 
dition is reported not serious 

‘According 9 Japanese reports a 
Japanese Gendarmerie corporal was 
also injured during the shooting in the 
entrance to the Customs compound. 
Hig condition is reported to be 
serious. The Customs compound, 
where the shooting commenced, is not 
within the Jurisdiction of the Shang-

‘quiries revealed that the boy to whom 
these books belonged lived at the 
Avenue Holy address and «hat he had 
eft the sehoot at 445 pan.

And the Public Health 


To the Editor of the 
‘Nonw-Cinxa Darcy News” 

Sin—In a recent judgment in the 
British Court a ease brought by the! 
Public Health Department. was. dis 
missed when it was proved that the 
farm. where’ defendant obtained the 
tmilk was outside the Settlement. The 
charge was that of selling milk with- 
outa Ticence, whieh defendant ad- 
mitted. Public "Health Department 
officals testified that the farm was 
Athy and the cows were dirty beyond 
deseription. Apparently the Public 
Health Department is powerless and 
defendant ‘can go on selling milk 
inside the Settlement so long as he 
obtains it outside the Settlement and 
no licence is required by him. 

It this be the case the precautions 
taken in other directions to safeguard 
the public health sulfer something of 
‘asetback. ‘The claborate organiza~ 
tion set up by the Shanghai Municipal 
Council ‘in the interests of public 
health has one definite purpose where 
food is concerned and that is the pro- 
teetion of the actual consumer. If 
the actual consumer is not protected, 
then it is difficult to see for what 
Feason that braneh of the health de- 
partment exists. 

‘Dairies may be examined, cows 
inspected and samples of milk taken 
within the Settlement and the house- 
holder benedts, but in the public 
laces such as hotels, cafés, private 
fotels and boarding” houses" under 
‘Municipal licence, the check-up should 
be at the table, otherwise the whole 
scheme is liable to failure in such 
laces.

It was even then, 
in 1910, common talk that Dundee

for sincere thanks, Churchill follows 
in the footsteps of a Prime Minister 
who has done much for his country.

LATE PANCHEN LAMA 
By Tweran 


When Tuden Chosji Nyima, the late Pan 
‘chen Lama, died in Jegu two or three years 
ago, his followers, a wild band of lawless 
Tibetans, immediately took possession of his 
body. The body is now being dragged from 
fone point to another in the brigand Golok 
country north of Sikang. What will ultim= 
ately happen no one seems to know but 
this seems quite definite: the Panchen’s 
following are not prepared to let the body 
eave their hands without at least some of 
them becoming free and wealthy men. 

As the Panchen's followers retired from 
Kanze {o the northwest they not only car- 
ried the body with them but everything of 
value belonging to the late spiritual head 
of Lamaland.. During Tuden's years of 
residence in China and during his years of 
travelling throughout the Republic he 
acquired enormous wealth which required an 
ever-increasing retinue to guard. Wherever 
this great lama went, Hangchow, Shanghai, 
Nanking, Peiping and Mukden, the reiigious 
devotees. placed their precious gifts at his 
feet. High Chinese officials vied with each 
‘other in the amount and value of their offer- 
ings and in a very short time the Panchen's 
bodyguard had assumed fairly large dimen 
sions. And not only the rich but the poor 
also bestowed thelr poor gifts to get the 
Jama’s blessing both for this life and next. 

Perforce someone had to carry the treasure 
1s it had assumed the proportion of an Amer~ 
ican freight train and demanded something 
ike 1,000 retainers to move the bag and 
baggage from one place to another. Wealthy 
religious devotees showered their jewels, 
others their precious relics, and many offered 
to the Panchen the things they held most 
dear in this world, And this went on for a 
number of years till the Panchen had boxes 
filled with ornaments of all descriptions, 
including many valuable gifts from foreign 
Jamaistie devotees, 

And wherever Tuden Chosji Nyima went 
his enormous following were fed like lords, 
dukes and nobles; the fattest of the land 
being requisitioned to Keep this spiritual 
movement ‘from starving to death ; and lke 
Jeshurun, the Panchen's retinue both waxed 
fat and Kicked. From Mukden to Hangchow 
these humble followers of Shaja Tuba be- 
came proud, haughty, arrogant and spend~ 
thrifts, spending enormous sums of money 
‘on their pleasures and follies. One fre- 
quently noticed in some of the big stores on 
Nanking Road Jamas and drabas and re~ 
tainers of the spiritual head of Lamaland 
dressed in gorgeous silks, satins and beauti- 
ful robes and wearing everything but the 
‘mien of one who was supposed to have freely 
renounced the world, the flesh and the devil. 

And nothing grows or sticks like evil ha= 
bjls. The Panchen’s retainers became men 
Of the world with worldly ambitions and 
desires that even a great city like Shanghai, 
had some difficulty in meeting. ‘The fol- 
lowers of Tuden bought revolvers, ammuni- 




















tion, suitcases, expensive silks, foreign 
shoes, European clothes and trilby'hats. Of 
course somebody had to pay for all this but 





there seemed to be no end nor limit to the 
generosity bestowed upon a band of men 
‘whose one and only bent appeared to be 
pleasure, 

‘The camp following now numbered 1,500 
and was boing added to almost every day. 
Like David in the cave of Adullam there 
gathered to the Panchen’s standard everyone 
who was In distress, in debt and everyone 
who was discontented till the great Jama's 
following ineluded 1,000 of the worst riff- 
yall of the Land of the Lamas, Many of these 
camp followers had no more religion than 
Dr, Shelton’s famous tomeat; like Judas of 
old they had very little love for anybody 
Dut themselves ; and the great lama who sat 
enthroned was ‘entirely ignorant of the evil 
nature of the men who had freely flocked 
to his banner. 








‘Tuden Chosji Nyima spent much of the 
time each day in deep and reverent me 
tion leaving the care of the things of sense 
and time to his higher lamas. Gifts were 
offered daily which he saw onee and then 
saw no more. He was a man who had never 
Known the inside of the “wheel” with all its 
horrid experiences of birth, sickness, old age 
‘and death, He set an example of other~ 
worldness to his followers which they had 
no desire to follow. They smoked, drank 
and gambled while the holy man read his 
sacred books and prayed and blessed all who 
sought his blessing. AN who had the 
privilege of seeing or mecting Tuden were 
Aeeply impressed by his quiet and saintly 
character. Unlike Tuden  Jamtso, Tuden 
Nyima prayed day by day for a suffering and 
‘groaning humanity. ‘There seems no evid= 
‘ence whatever to show that the 2,000 Tibetans 
now dragging the body of the Panchen about 
the wild robber Golok country are prepared 
to hand the body back to the Chinese, nor 
are they ready to hand it over to the Lhasa 
authorities ; nor are they willing fo have it 
Gecently buried in the Panchen’s own lama~ 
sery at Drashe Lhumbo. As far as can be 
gathered they are only prepared to part 








with it on two conditions, namely, a very. 
handsome reward, preferably in good hard 
solid rupees, for ail the care, love and piety 
they have so faithfully bestowed on thi 

precious body in safeguarding it from des- 
truction and desceration, and a free and 
safe passage to their various homes in differ~ 
ent parts of Lamaland, An important part 
of the Panchen's retinue comes from Batang 
in China and Darjeeling in India. 

So far no figure has been mentioned and 
no sum indicated. Earlier in the year the 
Panchen's followers retired from Kanze and 
carried with them the body and valuables of 
the great lama. It is now reported they are 
‘east of Jyckundo but moving from place to 
place and living very largely on the supersti- 
tions of the wild Goloks. It is known among 
the Goloks that the body is with the followers 
of Tuden, so this brigand nomadic tribe brings 
daily gifts of dzamba, yak butter and Chinese 
teas Gifts of money’ are also presented and 
sheep, yak and goats. Enormous quantities 
of butter are requisitioned to keep the lamps 
burning before the sacred body. It is now 
reported that Tuden’s retinue is utilizing 
the body to get large sums of money from 
the superstitious Golok nomads but how this 
is done has not been made known. 

When the Panchen’s army left Kanze they 
prepared a duplicate body and left it in the 
large lamasery. The Chinese army on arrival, 
however, soon discovered the fake as the 
original ‘body was’ supposed to be covered 
with gold while that left Behind was made 
‘of wood and painted yellow. 

‘Time can only reveal what will ultimately 
happen. ‘The enthronement of the new 
Dalai has taken place and this is the first 
time in history that a Panchen Lama has 
not been present at the ceremony. China 
has practically no use for the Panchen's body 
and Lhasa, so far, shown very little in= 
terest in it! 








There has so far been no talk of any 
Panchen Reincarnation and probably will 
not be until the present disgraceful conduct 
of his following has been eliminated. Both 
Chungking and Lhasa are now interested 
only in a reincarnation, so may simply let the 
maiter drop as far as they are concerned. It 
is still true that a living dog is better than 
@ dead lion, 30 if no price is offered for the 
Panchen’s body, his faithful followers may 
Jay claim to Tuden's property and feel them- 
selves highly recompensed. 

But among the followers are some very 
unruly Jamas and drabas who may have (0 
be severely dealt with otherwise a nasty 
situation may arise in Sikang. At present 
the retinue refuses absolutely to enter into 
‘any discussion with the Chinese and remains 
for the time being high and dry in the Land 
of the Goloks 











ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


May 5:—We observed a Box Elder in a garden 
the other day and thought it looked” very 
ornamental; its green and. white variegated 
follage formed 9 very pleasing contrast to the 
maples, junipers and flowering shrubs which 
were planted in same group. Botanically, the 
tree is known as Acer Negunda variegatum. 
Serrissa foetida, a dwart Japanese shrub is now 
{in flower: this plant makes a very pretty hedge 
‘and it is also much used as a dwarf pot plant. 
‘Another shrub we observed in flower today was 
Pittosporum Tobira, this is also native to Japan 
fand it derives its’ name from pilte—to pitch 
and sporos—a seed. ‘The seeds have a coating 
of resinous matter. This shrub makes a useful 
pot plant and it was at one time extensively 
‘used for hedge planting in Shanghai: it has 
Kone out of ‘favour for this work’ however, 
owing to it being the host plant of the Cottony 
scale; we have seen many hedges ruined by this 
chappie, the natural enemy of which is the 
larvae of the Ladybird. We have been asked 
to refer to the Wu-tung tree in these notes. The 
Phoenix tree, so called because it was stated 
in old legends that the phoenix bird would only 
rest on this treo, Is known by. two names. 
‘Some writers refer to it as Firmiane plantani- 
folta, Cauthorities—Schott, 1794-1805 and End- 
Aicher, 1804-1849), while ‘others prefer. to call 
MU Sterculia plantanifolia, (authority—Carl von 
Linn’, 1741-1785). Ag it is customary to accept 
the earlier authority it would appear correct for 
us {0 accept Sterculla plantenifolia as the 
botanical name, although Woon Young Chun in 
hiis useful book, “Chinese Economic Trees,” tells 
us that it “has been placed under Firmiana.” 
‘The tree is excellent for shade planting and its 
round head and smooth green bark makes it 
suitable for use as a specimen lawn tree; we 
hope to again refer to this tree when it is in 
flower. It is a native of China and Japan. Our 
local coir palm Trachycarpus exceleus is now 
coming into Mower; this palm is very attractive 
fn its young state but cannot be considered so 
When it has grown tall and leggy. The fbre pro- 
duced by the tree is used for making doormats, 
brushes and rope, and it is also. sold as. palm 
‘string’: the whole fibrous bark covering is 
‘often stripped off the tree and made into coats 
Which are generally used by labourers. We 
notice that the mulberry trees are not being 
Teft behind by the strawberries; the fruit of 
both are showing colour. We had a nice “fat 
tyre" on Hungjao road today, and while sitting 
by the roadside we identified ‘several weeds and 
wild flowers. Only two of these were attractive, 
these were Duchesnea indica ‘and Geranium 
maculatum. The first-named wild strawberry 
hhas very highly-coloured fruits while the last 
named rane’ bil looks quite nice in a group. 
The swine cress Corowopus didymus has at- 
tractive foliage and a place may be found for 






































this in a wild corner of the garden. Plenty of 
the common sow thistle Souchus oleraceus was

He ‘told the Coroser that the 
Jeanette Skinner was moored between| 
{wo ships one of whieh was alongside 
the whar while the other, a smaller 
‘vessel, the ss, Sultal, was moored in 
line with the other two. He noticed 
the chief engineer and a foreigner on: 
the ‘Suitai and the” chiet engineer 
asked hin where the gangway. was 
Upon being. told that it was at the 
“back side." the foreigner handed 
him a parcel which he placed ona 
hhateh oh the Jeanette Skinner 

‘Tho foreigner then walked across 
the ‘plank from the Suital to. the 
Jeanette Skinner and the chiet en-| 
iinecr followed. “About half way 
across the latter lost his balance and 
fell Into the water on the left. side 
of the plank, Witness rushed to the’ 
side “of the’ ship" but could not 
see him in the river. ‘The plank, he 
sald, was about five to six feet in 
length and about’ one foot wide. 
‘There was a rope on one side to 
walking across It, 

Witness after seeing the chief 
engineer's fall, shouted and. showed 
the second officer, Mr. Wang,  the| 
place where he had fallen in. He 
then climbed down the fender and 
tried to find him but failed. About| 
ten minutes later he heard people! 
shouting that they had found the 
chief engineer and he gave this in-| 
formation to the second engineer. 





























With the second engineer and some 
other men he went to the. wharf! 
‘here he assisted. some"men to carry 
the chiet engineer, On the whort| 
the second engine: tried first aid as 
it appeared. that the chief engincer

Robert MacGregor. Second Engine- 
cr. sald that he was called by the 
No. I fireman and he went to the 
side of the ship to sce where the 
hiet ‘engineer had. fallen in.

“After the bombers had Gnished, 
we noticed that two of the enemy 
aircraft were on fire. Down we went 
‘our front guns blazing at the other 
‘enemy aircraft. ‘The Germans re- 
plied with machine-gun fire trom the 
Ground. ‘The result of our attacks 
‘was that out of the seven remaining 
aircraft we destroyed four more, and 
the other’ three were also. riddled 
vith our bullets. After’ we had 
finished ‘strafing them, there was| 
practically no response from the 
German machine-gunners, One of 
our fighters made a forced landing on 
the sands. We did not leave it until 
we were satisfied that the pilot and 
the other members of the crew were

Mr. Webb Miller 
Dies in London 


London, May 8. 

‘Mr, Webb Miller, famous United 
Press war correspondent and Europ- 
ean News Manager, was found dead 
today beside the railroad track near 
Clapham Junction, south-west of 
London. It was believed he fell trom 
the train while en route to the coun- 
tty after covering the debate yester- 
day in the House of Commons. He 
‘was 48 years old. 

Starting with the United Press ay 
a correspondent during the World 
War, Mr. Miller became one of the 
ett’ known and best respected for~ 
‘eign correspondents. Although Euro- 
pe's capitals were his favourites, he 
{ravelled round the world on assign 
ments, He was one of the first for- 
feign correspondents to interview Mr. 
BK. “Gand well Fa 

‘He was particularly well acquainte 
with ‘current German and British 








history, having made London his 
headquarters while head of the 
United Press Foreign Service in 


Europe. He was in Berlin during the 
rise of Chancellor Adolf Hiller’ and 
‘uring the blood purge of 1994 and 
‘was at Munich in 1933. 


Early Friendship with 1 Duce 

‘Mr, Webb Miller knew Signor 
Benito Mussolini well, their aequaint- 
aneeship having lasted since 11 Duce 
[was a working newspaper man cover 
Ing conferences to which Miller also 
was assigned. He spent weeks in 
Russia and in Scandinavia and was in 
Spain during part of the elvil war. 

‘Miller was one of the first corres 
pondents to visit ‘the Maginot Line 
After the outbreak of war this spring, 
‘was in Finland during most of the 
‘Campaign there and returned to Lon- 
Gon just prior to the Norwegian in- 
vasion. 

‘Webb Miller was born in 1892 on 
2 small tenant farm near the tiny 
hamlet of Pokagon, Michigan. Aficr 
graduating from ‘high school he 
Served as a rural feueher in a small 
School, ‘but was dismissed trom 
potition by irate farmer-fathers, wino 
Would not have their children ™eor~ 
Fupted by a cigarette-smoking fel. 
Tow.” In 1912, ‘Mr. Miller, worked

‘means the case. Why should tea be 
brewed, as it were, for the benefit of 
the pot’rather than the person or the 
occasion? In reckoning a teaspoonful 
of tea per person and one for. the| 
pot it is also absurd to leave the size 
of the pot out of consideration 
ling Water 

From the flat taste of many a cup) 
of freshly brewed tea it is easy to 
detect that the water has been Bolling 
for a long time; it should be used 
at the first moment of actual boiling. 
This is a factor in the making of tea 
which it is necessary to have remem- 
bered in our own kitchens. Or else 
‘or have the lack of full favour that 
also betrays that it was made with 
water that had either not reached or 
had. gone off the boil. Or perhaps| 
the dry tea had been waiting ina 
damp pot while the water was coming} 
to the boll. “A dry teapot, 
warmed, and freshly boiling 
(the Kettle having been freshly filled 
for the oceasion) are as essential to) 
ood tea-making as a portion of good 
tea may contain the floating leaves 
tea carefully measured to cuit the| 
taste of individual persons or families. 

‘Those who take tea without sugat| 
or milk assert that only in this way 
Is the flavour of tea fully to be ap- 
Dreciated and that the greatest 
economy as welll as the greatest 
pleasure is to be obtained by relating 
‘one’s preferred strength of tea to the 
quantity required on various oc- 
fasions. Sometimes one Is thirsty and 
uses more tea in a larger pol; some- 
times a very little in a small pot will 
supply immediate needs. Most of us| 
fare extravagant in brewing tea so| 
that ‘we shall have ‘plenty if we 
should happen to feel ‘like drinking 
three or four cups. Ardent tea- 
drinkers who have rationed them- 
selves by resolving never to drink 
more than one cup at any meal say. 
that they become much more dis. 
criminating and more appreciative of 
their reduced quantity. 

‘A too arbitrary reduction of the 
amount of tea put into pots of un- 
specified size may therefore be less

Every morning at dawn ten young.

The Care of Pot-Plants 


To those who have little or no 
garden space, the growing of pot- 
plants on the verandah provides an 
Interesting and pleasurable hobby. 
‘The success of this form of gardening 
depend entirely on the care given to, 
he plants, for, naturally, growing as 
hey do. In such confined space, they. 
require good attention, 

For plants that love the sun, choose! 
the sunniest part of the verandah, 
reserving the shady spots for ferns 
‘and other plants that thrive best in 
shade. ‘Shelter from draughts should| 
be provided. 

Re-potting should be done when| 
necessary; the appearance of the plant 
generally indicates the "need for 
greater freedom for the roots, If this 
operation is carefully done, and the| 
Fools disturbed as little as. possible, 
the growth of the plant ‘should not 
be checked. 


Water Regularly 








Pot-plants should not be allowed to 
ary out, but should ‘be watered 
regularly. If they are very dry, the 
pots may be immersed in water until 
thoroughly soaked. Proper drainage 
is, of course, essential. ‘This may be 
composed of pieces of broken pots, 
ehareoal, and shell-grit 

The feeding of pot-plants is neces-| 
sary if they are to maintain vigorous| 
growth, ‘This may be given in the| 
form of liquid manure once a week, 
for, if this is considered too messy, 
fertilizers in tablet form may be 
given. These are simply pushed into 
the soil round the plants, and are 
a concentrated form of combined 
plant foods, which, dissolved and dis- 
{tributed by watering, promote quick: 
Jand healthy growth, 

The leaves of pol-plants should be 
cleansed regularly (dust settling on 
them is responsible for many fail- 
lures), and the pots should be turned 
round frequently so that the growth 
may be even. 

Keep a strict look-out for disease 
or insect pests and remove dead wood 
for foliage, also weeds, as soon as 
they make their appeatance.
